On Monday, our na¬ 
tion will follow a tradi¬ 
tion dating back more 
than 150 years as we pay 
tribute to those who gave 
their lives protecting our 
nation. 

There are more than 
1.2 million names on that 
list, about half of which 
were added during the 
four years of the Civil 
War. 

That conflict was the 
foundation for what we 
now call Memorial Day. 
There are several plac¬ 
es that claim to be the 
holiday’s original home, 
and some think it might 
have begun when south¬ 
ern families of fallen 
Confederate soldiers me¬ 
morialized the graves of 
Union soldiers because 
they knew those soldiers’ 
families were grieving 
just as they were. 

Thanks to a decree 
President Johnson made 
a little more than 50 years 
ago, however, Waterloo, 
N.Y., is considered the 
official birthplace. Five 
years later, Congress tied 
its place on the calendar 
by ensuring Memorial 
Day would always be on 
the last Monday of May. 

For many, of course, 
the upcoming three-day 
holiday is the kick-off to 
summer. While that may 
be true in one sense, we 
must never forget that it 


carries much more im¬ 
portance than that. 

Thousands of parades 
and ceremonies will help 
remind us that the free¬ 
dom we take for grant¬ 
ed comes with a price. 
It was paid in places as 
broad as the European 
and Pacific theaters dur¬ 
ing WWII and as spe¬ 
cific as Korea, Vietnam, 
Iraq and Afghanistan. It 
was also paid by those 
who have kept us safe 
within our country’s own 
borders and elsewhere 
around the world. 

Here in Kentucky, 
we have gained a hard- 
earned reputation for al¬ 
ways being willing to 
do more than our fair 
share. In fact, during the 
War of 1812, there were 
more Kentuckians to die 
in battle than every oth¬ 
er state’s casualties com¬ 
bined. 

In World War I, it 
was a Kentuckian who 
was one of the first, if not 
the first, American to die 
in battle, and it was an¬ 
other Kentuckian who 
was that war’s second- 
to-last American survi¬ 
vor. We also were the na¬ 
tive state of the first U.S. 
Armored Forces casualty 
after Pearl Harbor during 
World War II. 

Today, Kentucky 
continues to show its 
willingness to serve

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Growing and cooking with herbs

We all want to eat 
food that tastes good. One 
of the most common ways 
we make food taste good 
is by adding salt. Unfor¬ 
tunately, most American 
diets are too high in sodi¬ 
um. Diets high in sodium 
can raise blood pressure, 
which can lead to many 
major health issues in¬ 
cluding heart disease and 
stroke. Herbs provide a 
great way for us to limit 
our sodium intake while 
still consuming flavorful 
foods. 

Herbs are also some 
of the easiest things to 
grow. You don’t even 
have to have a garden. 
Many herbs can be grown 
inside. The simplest way 
to start is to buy plants 
and transfer them to in¬ 
dividual containers. Set 
them in a windowsill that 
receives plenty of sun¬ 
light and regularly water 
them. Your local farmers 
markets and garden cen¬ 
ters should have plants 
available. You can also 
grow herbs from seed. 
Make sure you plant them 
in an area that receives at 
least six hours of sunlight 
a day. Rosemary, basil, 
parsley, sage and chives 
will grow well indoors or 
outdoors, as long as they 
have plenty of sun and 
protection from cold. 

Sweet basil, dill, ci¬ 
lantro and oregano are 
annual herbs. They grow 
for just one season and 
then die. Marjoram, sage, 
thyme, mint and chives 
are perennial herbs. Pe¬ 
rennial herbs come back 
each year. You can har¬ 
vest annual herbs until 
frost. Stop harvesting 
perennial herbs in late 
August to give the plants 
time to prepare for the 
winter. You may even 
want to bring some of 
your perennials indoors 
for the winter. 

You can harvest 
herbs once the plant has 
enough leaves to maintain 


growth. In early morning 
right after the dew dries, 
clip undamaged leaves 
that have a nice aroma. 
Rinse with cool, running 
water to remove dust and 
soil; then pat dry with a 
paper towel. 

Once harvested, you 
can preserve herbs by 
drying or freezing. If 
you plan to dry herbs 
for use all year, harvest 
them when they contain 
the maximum amount of 
essential oils. For leafy 
herbs, harvest just before 
the bud opens. For seed 
herbs, harvest when the 
seeds change from green 
to brown. For flowering 
herbs, harvest just before 
full flowering occurs. 

By experiment¬ 
ing with different herb 
combinations, you can 
use less salt, experience 
unique flavors and still 
have delicious meals. 
For best results, chop or 
mince herbs before cook¬ 
ing. Heat increases the 
rate at which herbs re¬ 
lease their flavors. For 
dishes that require lon¬ 
ger cooking times, add 
delicate-flavored and 
ground herbs at the end, 
so their flavor will not 
escape. Some herbs, such 
as bay leaves, rosemary 
and thyme require longer 
cooking times and should 
be added at the begin¬ 
ning. 

Add herbs several 
hours in advance or over¬ 
night to uncooked foods, 
such as salad dressings 
or marinades. This will 
allow the herbs to blend 
with the other ingredi¬ 
ents. If you have to sub¬ 
stitute dried herbs for 
fresh herbs in a recipe, 
use one-third the amount 


of dried herbs since the 
flavor is concentrated.

• Basil - Goes well 
with fish, shellfish, and 
vegetables such as to¬ 
mato, zucchini and egg¬ 
plant. 

• Chives - Use in fish, 
soups, salad dressings 
and on baked potatoes 
or steamed vegetables. 
Chives taste better when 
preserved by freezing 
rather than drying. 

• Dill - A mild herb 
that is excellent in yogurt 
sauces, rice dishes and 
soups. Also goes well 
with fish and vegetables 
like cucumbers and car¬ 
rots. 

• Oregano - Essential 
to Italian cuisine, oregano 
is found in most tomato 
sauces and Italian dishes. 
Use in salad dressings, 
soups or bean and veg¬ 
etable dishes. Oregano 
taste best dried. 

• Rosemary - Use 
this strong, fragrant herb 
when making roasted po¬ 
tatoes or chicken, home¬ 
made bread, soups, rice 
and marinades. 

• Parsley - Use pars¬ 
ley dishes to spice up sal¬ 
ads, soups, bean dishes, 
fish and vegetables such 
as tomatoes, artichokes 
and zucchini. Fresh pars¬ 
ley is preferred over dried 
parsley. 

• Thyme - An aro¬ 
matic herb that goes well 
with poultry, seafood and 
many bean and vegetable 
dishes including eggplant, 
tomatoes, mushrooms, 
squash and onions. 

Seasoning your dish¬ 
es with herbs will allow 
you to serve delicious, 
nutritious meals to your 
family. For more infor¬

The Drug Take Back 
Program on Saturday, 
April 28, and through¬ 
out the year was a huge 
success with the agency 
collecting 50 lbs. 7 oz. 
of unwanted medications 
and drugs from citizens in 
Bracken County. These 
are drugs that cannot be 
abused, used or sold in 
Bracken County. These 
drugs were turned over 
to the DEA for destruc¬ 
tion on April 30, 2018. 

Remember that the 
drug take back program 
is ongoing at the Sher¬ 
iff’s Office as they have 
a drug mailbox outside of 
the office that drugs can 
be dropped in any time 
that the court house is 
open for business. Medi¬ 
cines that languish in 
home cabinets are highly 
susceptible to diversion, 
misuse, and abuse. Rates 
of prescription drug 
abuse in the U.S. are 
alarmingly high, as are 
the number of acciden¬ 
tal poisonings and over¬ 
doses due to these drugs. 
Studies show that a ma¬ 
jority of abused prescrip¬ 
tion drugs are obtained 
from family and friends, 
including from the home 
medicine cabinet. In addi¬ 
tion, Americans are now 
advised that their usual 
methods for disposing 
of unused medicines— 
flushing them down the

toilet or throwing them in 
the trash—both pose po¬ 
tential safety and health 
hazards. 

Sheriff Howard W. 
Niemeier asks that any¬ 
one who has unused drugs 
lying around their house¬ 
hold to bring them to the 
Sheriff’s Office and drop 
them in the drug mail¬ 
box outside of the office. 
Drugs are destroying 
families everywhere and 
Bracken County is not 
immune to this epidemic. 
It is critical that we all 
work together to take all 
steps possible to prevent 
the abuse of prescription 
drugs in our community. 

Sheriff Niemeier ap¬ 
preciates all of those that 
have participated in this 
program to make Brack¬ 
en County a safer county 
by disposing of these 
drugs.

Augusta Athletes 
Record Personal Bests at 
Track & Field Regional 


It was a tale of two 
springs on Saturday, May 
12, at the Region 5 A 
Track and Field Cham¬ 
pionship. After much of 
the spring had been cool¬ 
er than normal, tempera¬ 
tures soared to near 90 on 
Saturday, creating condi¬ 
tions athletes hadn’t ex¬ 
perienced this season. 

The highest place 
finisher for Augusta was 
Stephen Cordle. He me- 
daled by placing 6 th in the 
shot put, throwing a per¬ 
sonal best 39 feet 1 inch, 
more than two feet over 
his prior best throw. Also 
throwing and setting a 
personal best was John 
Paul Cordle, recording 
a distance of 24 feet 10 
inches. 

“It was a solid day 
for our throwers,” Coach 
Tim Litteral stated. 
“Having a personal best 
is always a good thing, 
but Stephen improving 
his distance by more than 
two feet was particularly 
impressive to me.” 

In the boys’ long 
jump, Jushod Commo¬ 
dore jumped 15 feet 9.5 
inches. Meanwhile, Seth 
Fouts jumped a personal 
best 14 feet 8.5 inches. 

In the boys’ 100M 
dash, Commodore ran 
12.26 seconds. He ran 
the 200M dash in 24.95, 
placing 8 th . Fouts set a 
new personal record in 
the 800M run, finish¬ 
ing in 2:25.52. Conner 
Snapp competed in the 
1600M and 3200M runs, 
finishing the events in 
5:39 and 13:16 respec¬ 
tively. 


“While Jushod didn’t 
PR, he ran solid races,” 
Litteral said. “I think it’s 
impressive that he’s fin¬ 
ishing middle of the pack 
when he’s a 7 th grader 
competing predominant¬ 
ly against upperclass¬ 
men.” 

Snapp, also just a 7 th 
grader, saw improvement 
this season. “While Con¬ 
ner didn’t run his best 
races Saturday, he’s an¬ 
other we’re excited about 
his future,” Litteral said. 
“This was his first year 
running track, so he’s still 
learning. After his races, 
he was already talking 
about what he needed to 
work on and how to im¬ 
prove.” 

Fouts, the lone up¬ 
per-class runner for the 
Panthers, improved in 
the 800M run in each of 
his last three races. “Seth 
worked harder this track 
season than he has pre¬ 
viously, and it showed,” 
Litteral said. “Between 
track and cross country, 
we hope to continue see¬ 
ing the trend of improve¬ 
ment and dedication.” 

On the girls’ side, 
Violet Hiles set a per¬ 
sonal best in the 100M 
dash, running 15.24 sec¬ 
onds. She ran the 200M 
in 32.05. Maddie White- 
man ran the 100M in 
15.79. She ran a personal 
best of 32.64 in the 200M 
dash. “I was glad to see 
each of the girls have 
strong performances in 
their final race,” Litteral 
said. “Both are seniors 
who helped found the 
program.”

Sheriff’s Office completes 
Kidprint ID Program 


The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office has com¬ 
pleted the second year 
of the new KidPrint ID 
program in the Bracken 
County School District 
and Augusta Indepen¬ 
dent Schools. 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office created 
this program for the kids 
in Bracken County. This 
program is called the 
Bracken County Kid- 
Print ID Program. This 
program is being made 
available by donations 
through a collaboration 
with both the Bracken 
County School System 
and the Augusta School 
System, Augusta Rotary 
Club and the Bracken 
County Citizens Po¬ 
lice Academy Alumni. 
Without the support of 
these organizations this 
program would not be 
possible. 

The KidPrint ID Pro¬ 
gram is a high tech tool 
that gives law enforce¬ 
ment and other commu¬ 
nity organizations vir¬ 
tually instant access to 
pertinent demographic 
information, as well as 
a recent photo, which 
is too often hard to find 
when children go miss¬ 
ing. 

This program was 
initiated with our SA¬ 
LUTE (Students and 
LawEnforcement Unit¬ 
ed Through Education) 
Program last year in the 
first and fifth grades. 
The Bracken County 
Schools first and fifth 
graders were provided 
their new IDs in May 9th 
and the Augusta Schools 
first and fifth graders 
received their new IDs 
in May 16th. To date 
there have been 240 IDs 
issued at the Bracken 
County Schools and 73 
IDs issued at the Augus¬ 
ta School. In order to get 
these IDs students had 
to take home a form to 
be filled out by parents 
with the information re¬ 
quested on the forms. 


This program will be 
completed each year in 
each school providing 
new IDs to first and fifth 
graders.

an ID. If your child is 
one that did not receive 
an ID, you may contact 
Sheriff Niemeier and 
he will make arrange¬ 
ments to get the ID for 
the child at the Sheriff’s 
Office. The IDs contain 
the name of child; date 
of birth; height; weight; 
color of hair and eyes; a 
photograph; right thumb 
print; and information on 
what to do if your child 
goes missing. This is 
just another way of try¬ 
ing to provide a safety 
net for our kids in the 
County.

It is a mild miracle 
the horses running in 
the recent Kentucky 
Derby did not sink up to 
their knees while stand¬ 
ing in the starting gate. 
The 2.31 inches of rain 
received at Churchill 
Downs on May 5 set the 
record for the wettest 
Kentucky Derby ever. 

The bountiful rain¬ 
fall combined with 
an unseasonably cool 
spring have traditional 
spring fish movements 
in a bit of a fimk. Crap- 
pie, largemouth bass and 
bluegill across the state 
are in various stages of 
spawning as water tem¬ 
peratures finally crest 70 
degrees on many lakes. 

With recent weather 
rivaling mid-summer

temperatures, large- 
mouth bass that com¬ 
plete their spawning 
rituals migrate back to¬ 
ward deeper water. They 
use channels, stump 
rows that once lined a 
pasture fence, ditches, 
weedlines and old road¬ 
beds as arteries for this 
movement. 

Search baits such as 
deep-running crankbait 
in hues of blue, gray and 
white or double-blade 
spinnerbaits in white and 
silver pick off migrating 
bass. The flats next to the 
channel or old roadbed 
also make good places 
to work these baits. 


On deeper lakes with 
steeper banks, points 
serve the same purpose 
after the spawn as chan¬ 
nels do on shallower 
lakes. Largemouth bass 
use the point as a sign¬ 
post for migration from 
shallow spawning areas 
to their deeper summer 
habitat. 

A !A-ounce football 
head jig in the peanut 
butter and jelly or green 
pumpkin colors makes a 
great choice for slowly 
working down rocky 
points to tempt large¬ 
mouth bass. This presen¬ 
tation holds up all sum¬ 
mer on deeper lakes.

May is the best blue- 
gill month of the year 
and with water tem¬ 
peratures just over 70 
degrees, prime time is 
now. May is when your 
bobber disappears from 
a bluegill as soon as it 
settles from your cast, 
the perfect scenario to 
introduce a child to fish¬ 
ing. 

Farm ponds and 
small state-owned lakes 
make arguably the best 
bluegill fishing waters. 
A live cricket rigged on 
a size 8 Aberdeen hook 
suspended under a bob¬ 
ber and fished near any 
downed tree branches, 
flooded brush or weed¬ 
lines draws strikes. Red- 
worms, meal worms and 
wax worms all work well 
fished the same way. 

On large reservoirs, 
look for pockets in the 
backs of coves for blue¬ 
gill in May. Small, beige 
circles on the bottom de¬ 
note bluegill nests. Blue¬ 
gill cannot resist small 
feather jigs, often called 
popeyes in Kentucky, in 
yellow or white, tipped 
with meal worms, and 
suspended under a bob¬ 
ber. Bring plenty of these 
jigs as hungry bluegill 
often tear the feathers 
to pieces. Tree branches 
washed into the back of 
coves on deeper reser¬ 
voirs also hold bluegill 
in May. 

Fly rod anglers cast¬ 
ing a black sponge spi¬ 
der or a small yellow 
and black cork popper 
in these areas find some 
of the fastest action of 
the year. This presen¬ 
tation often produces 
large “bull” bluegill that 
seem to have shoulders 
on them. The saucer¬ 
shaped bluegill imparts 
surprising strength on a 
fly rod, providing fan¬ 
tastic sport. Few other 
fishing situations pro¬ 
duce as much fun as a 
hand-sized bluegill on a 
3-weight fly rod. 

May is one of the 
best months of the year 
in Kentucky to be out¬ 
side. Get out and enjoy 
these three species of 
fish before the sticky, hot 
summer arrives in full.

PSC Reminds Kentuckians 
to Call 811 Before You Dig 


With the arrival of 
warmer weather, hom¬ 
eowners, contractors and 
others are getting out¬ 
side to work on projects 
that have been on hold 
through the winter. This 
increase in excavation ac¬ 
tivity is usually accompa¬ 
nied by an increase in the 
number of incidents of 
damage to underground 
utility facilities. 

That is why April 
was National Safe Dig¬ 
ging Month. The Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) is 
joining with the National 
Association of Regula¬ 
tory Utility Commission¬ 
ers and utility regulators 
across the country to re¬ 
mind anyone planning a 
project involving exca¬ 
vation to call 811 before 
beginning work. 

“Striking a utility 
line while digging not 
only causes damage and 
disrupts service, but it 
also can pose a danger 
of severe injury or even 
death,” PSC Chairman 
Michael Schmitt said. 
“Hitting a natural gas 
line can cause a fire or an 
explosion, while digging 
into a power cable can 
lead to electrocution.” 

Like every other state, 
Kentucky has a statewide 
811 service that, by law, 
should be called at least 
two days prior to begin¬ 
ning excavation. That 
will allow ample time 
for utility lines to be lo¬ 
cated and marked so that 
excavation can proceed 
safely. 

Natural gas providers 
are required to provide 
the location of their lines 
to the 811 center. Most 
electric utilities, larger 
water providers and tele¬ 
communication compa¬ 
nies also provide location 
data to 811, but, in some 
cases, it also may be nec¬ 
essary to contact a local 
utility service provider 
directly. 

Beginning in mid- 
July, failing to call 811 
in Kentucky may have 
consequences beyond the 
risks that go with striking 
an underground utility 


line. 

A new law (Senate 
Bill 104), enacted by the 
Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly and signed by 
Governor Matt Bevin, 
gives the PSC the author¬ 
ity to enforce existing 
provisions in Kentucky 
statutes that are intend¬ 
ed to protect natural gas 
and hazardous liquids 
pipelines. The PSC will 
investigate incidents of 
damage to pipelines to 
determine whether a lo¬ 
cation request to 811 was 
made in a timely manner, 
whether the pipeline was 
located accurately and 
properly, and whether the 
excavation was conduct¬ 
ed safely. 

Excavators, includ¬ 
ing homeowners, could 
be penalized for not call¬ 
ing 811 or for ignoring 
location markers. Utili¬ 
ties could be penalized 
for not responding to 
requests to locate lines 
or for improperly or in¬ 
accurately locating or 
marking underground fa¬ 
cilities. 

Penalties are up to 
$1,250 for a first viola¬ 
tion, $3,000 for a second 
violation, and $5,000 for 
subsequent violations 

“Not every incident 
in which a gas line is hit 
will result in a violation 
being issued and a pen¬ 
alty assessed, especially 
if 811 has been called,” 
said John Lyons, direc¬ 
tor of the PSC division of 
Inspections, which will 
investigate incidents. 
“However, a failure to 
call 811 is much more 
likely to trigger an en¬ 
forcement action.” 

About 75 entities 
provide natural gas ser¬ 
vice in Kentucky. They 
include local gas distri¬ 
bution companies fully 
regulated by the PSC 
and municipal natural 
gas providers that are 
regulated by the PSC for 
safety only. 

In 2017, there were 
more than 1,200 inci¬ 
dents in Kentucky in 
which a gas line was 
damaged during an exca¬ 
vation. A PSC review of 


a sampling of the damage 
reports indicates that: 

Contractors and other 
professional excavators 
were responsible for 85 
percent of the incidents, 
with water and sewer 
line repairs, building 
construction, swimming 
pool installation, and irri¬ 
gation system installation 
among the most common 
causes. 

About 60 percent of 
the excavators who hit 
natural gas lines called 
811 before digging. 

Homeowners ac¬ 
counted for the remain¬ 
ing 15 percent of inci¬ 
dents. The most common 
causes were installation 
of mailboxes or fencing, 
landscaping work, and 
water or sewer line re¬ 
pairs. 

Only about 27 per¬ 
cent of those landowners 
called 811 before begin¬ 
ning work. 

PSC Chairman 
Schmitt said that the 
stepped-up enforcement 
of the call-before-you- 
dig statutes and regula¬ 
tions reflects a greater 
emphasis nationally and 
at the state level on pipe¬ 
line safety. 

“This new law brings 
Kentucky into line with 
tougher federal standards, 
which the PSC enforces 
under an agreement with 
the US Department of 
Transportation,” he said. 
“More importantly, it is 
an effort to significantly 
improve public safety by 
reducing the unaccept¬ 
ably high number of dan¬ 
gerous dig-in incidents 
involving natural gas 
pipelines.” 

Schmitt said the PSC 
will be providing more 
information on the new 
enforcement efforts as 
the effective date of the 
law approaches. 

The PSC is an inde¬ 
pendent agency attached 
for administrative pur¬ 
poses to the Energy and 
Environment Cabinet. 
It regulates more than 
1,500 gas, water, sewer, 
electric and telecommu¬ 
nication utilities operat¬ 
ing in Kentucky.
